2.  That  applicants,  in  order  to  be  admitted  to  the  competitive 
examination,  must  show 

(a. )     That  they  are  residents  of  Boston. 

(6.)  That  they  have  completed  a  four  years'  course  of  study 
in  a  Boston  high  school,  or  an  equivalent  course  of  study  else- 
where. 

(c.)  That  their  scholarship  marks  during  the  last  year  of  their 
high   school  course   have   averaged  not  below  the  standard  of 
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"good,"  as  recognized  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (expressed 
by  the  mark  200  on  the  "  Z  Blank  "). 

{(l.)     That  they  are  pliysically  well  and  strong. 

3.  That  all  these  seventy-five  pupils,  or  as  many  of  them  as 
satisfactorily  complete  the  two  years'  course  of  the  Normal 
School  in  June,  be  placed  the  following  September  in  the  gram- 
mar, primary  or  kindergarten  schools  of  the  city,  there  to  serve 
three  months;  then,  all  changing  districts,  three  months  longer; 
and  then,  all  again  changing  districts,  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year. 

4.  That  for  this  first  year's  service  a  moderate  salary,  say 
$300,  be  paid.

Gentlemen,  —  I  am  requested  by  the  Board  in  charge  of  this 
Department  to  inform  you  that  we  shall  ask  your  co-operation 
during  the  coming  year  in  collecting  certain  statistics  relating  to 
school  buildings. 

We  started  an  inquiry  during  the  past  year  into  the  cost  of 
maintaining  the  different  school  buildings,  with  a  view  of  throw- 
ing some  light  upon  the  question  of  how  far  it  is  possible  to 
establish  a  relation   between   the   character   and   first   cost  of  a 
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building  and  the  annual  expense  of  maintenance.  In  order  to 
gather  anything  of  value  on  this  point,  it  is  necessary  to  know 
what  sums  have  been  expended  since  the  date  of  their  comple- 
tion on  the  various  school  buildings,  and  for  what  purposes.  We 
have  not  yet  been  able  to  find  any  published  information  of  this, 
sort,  the  classification  in  the  Auditor's  Report  having  regard  to 
the  character  of  the  work  performed,  as  plumbing,  painting, 
roofing,  etc.,  but  not  defining  the  buildings  on  which  the  work 
was  done. 

I  think  you  will  recognize  that  the  information  which  we  pro- 
pose to  gather  will  be  of  value,  and  I  beg  leave  to  suggest  that 
your  appropriation  order  for  the  coming  year  contain  the  follow- 
ing items  among  others: 

1.  Repairs  and  alterations  of  school  buildings. 

2.  Salaries  of  janitors. 

3.  Fuel,  gas  and  water;  thus  continuing  the  classification 
hitherto  adopted  by  the  Auditor;  and  to  further  suggest  that 
your  accounts  be  kept  in  such  manner  as  to  show  what  propor- 
tion of  each  of  these  items  is  properly  chargeable  to  each  indi- 
vidual school  building.  By  so  doing,  you  will  gather  information 
which  will  not  only  be  of  value  to  yourselves  for  administrative 
purposes,  but  will  also  greatly  facilitate  the  collection  of  statistics 
by  this  department.

The  Committee  on  Accounts  respectfully  inform  the  Board 
that,  under  Sect.  1,  Chap.  400  of  the  Acts  of  1898,  the  School 
Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  March  in  each  year,  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members, 
taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  make  appropriation  for  the  support  of 
the  public  schools  of  said  city  for  the  financial  year,  including 
repairs  on  and  alterations  of  school  buildings. 

Under  Sect.  2,  Chap.  3,  of  the  Rules  of  the  School  Committee, 
the  Committee  on  Accounts  is  required  to  prepare  and  present  to 
the  Board  an  estimate  of  the  expenses  for  each  financial  year. 

The  Board  of  Assessors,  in  accordance  with  the  statutes,  have 
reported  that  the  average  valuation  which  forms  the  basis  for 
computing  the  sum  allowed  the  School  Committee  for  the 
present  year  amounts  to  $974,536,062.  Two  and  eighty-five  one 
hundredths  dollars  on  each  thousand  of  this  valuation  amounts 
to  $2,777,427;  and  to  this  sum  should  be  added  an  unexpended 
balance  for  the  financial  year  1898-99  of  $30,288.20,  an  excess  of 
income  over  the  expected  amount  for  1898-99  of  $698.48,  and  the 
estimated  income  for  the  present  year  placed  at  $40,000,  making 
a  total  sum  of  $2,848,413.68,  this  being  the  total  legal  limit  which 
the  School  Committee  can  appropriate  for  running  expenses  the 
present  year. 

Of  this  amount  the  sum  of  -$2^3,634.01  must,  be  appropriated, 
under  the  statutes,  for  such  repairs  and  alterations  upon  school 
buildings  as  the  School  Committee  shall  order. 

The  committee  in  charge  of  the  preparation  of  these  esti- 
mates have  endeavored  to  furnish  them  in  detail  as  completely  as 
possible. 

In  accordance  with  these  stateijaents  your  con;imittee  would  rec- 
ommend the  passage  of  the  following  orders :

From  all  the  above-mentioned  cities  and  towns  replies  have 
now  been  received,  which  are  herewith  submitted  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  Board.  No  desire  is  expressed  on  the  part  of  any 
neighboring  city  or  town  to  join  with  Boston  in  the  support  of  a 
Normal  School;  and  so  far  as  there  is  any  distinct  expression  of 
opinion,  it  is  adverse  to  any  such  plan.     The  conclusion  appears 
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clearly  to  be  that  there  is  no  "possibility  of  extending  the  City 

Normal  School  so  as  to  include  some  of  the  surrounding  cities 

and  towns."

My  dear  Sir:  At  a  meeting  of  the  School  Committee  of 
Brookline  held  last  evening,  your  communication  concerning  the 
Boston  Normal  School  and  the  plans  of  the  School  Committee  of 
Boston  touching  the  same  was  presented. 

The  question  whether  the  Town  of  Brookline,  upon  certain 
conditions,  would  enter  into  an  arrangement  with  other  cities  and 
towns  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Normal  School  was  considered. 
After  some  examination  of  the  matter  the  question  was  indefi- 
nitely postponed  by  vote  of  the  committee. 

It  is  proper  to  say  that  the  reasons  which  led  to  this  decision 
were,  first,  that  the  Town  of  Brookline  has  for  many  years  pur- 
sued the  practice  of  going  outside  of  the  town  and  securing 
teachers  whose  training  and  experience  make  them  most  success- 
ful, a  practice  which,  in  the  opinion  of  our  committee,  has  been 
beneficial  to  the  schools. 

Second,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  has  been  permitted  for 
several  years  to  conduct  a  Training  Class,  all  the  members  of 
which  are  college  graduates.  Out  of  those  who  have  been  in  this 
training  class  several,  at  least  three  or  four,  have  been  appointed 
as  teachers  in  our  schools. 

In  accordance  with  your  request  that  I  express  frankly  my  per- 
sonal views  on  the  subject,  I  would  say  that  theoretically  it 
would  seem  to  be  an  excellent  thing  to  have  some  integration  of 
interests  such  as  you  propose  in  your  letter,  but  that  in  prac- 
tice each  large  community  has  its  own  traditions  and  ideals 
which  can  better  be  served  in  so  vital  a  matter  as  this  by  pursu- 
ing its  own  course.  There  should  be  great  distinctness  and 
individuality  of  purpose  in  the  management  of  a  Normal  Train- 
ing School  for  teachers,  and  its  management  should  be  such  that 
whoever  has  charge  of  its  policy  may  have  large  freedom  in  work- 
ing out  what  is  best  for  the  community  interested.  A  State 
Normal  School  is  usually  free  to  accomplish  all  that  its  managers 
are  wise  enough  to  conceive,  and  the  City  of  Boston,  working  by 
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itself,  can  so  organize  its  Normal  School  as  to  accomplisli  what  i» 
especially  needed  for  its  own  schools.  To  undertake,  at  the 
same  time,  to  meet  the  views  of  surrounding  communities,  might 
interfere  somewhat  with  this  purpose.

Dear  Sir:  Replying  to  your  communication  in  reference  to 
the  attitude  of  our  School  Committee  toward  the  joint  mainte- 
nance of  a  Normal  School  in  Boston,  under  the  conditions  set 
forth  in  that  communication,  I  will  say  that  while  our  committee 
would  be  glad  to  have  a  Normal  School  in  Boston  open  to  the 
young  women  of  Revere,  they  do  not  deem  it  advisable,  under 
existing  conditions,  to  contribute  toward  the  maintenance  of  such 
an  institution  to  be  supported  by  the  City  of  Boston  and  a  few 
suburban  cities. 

The  presumption  is  that  we  could  not  be  relieved  from  taxation 
for  our  proportionate  share  toward  the  support  of  the  State 
Normal  Schools.  Our  location  makes  the  Salem  Normal  School 
conveniently  accessible.

The  records 
do  not  show  that  he  has  ever  taught  in  public  day 
schools. 

The  only  argument  which  has  been  advanced  in  favor 
of  substituting  Mr.  Leary  for  Mr.  Parker  is  to  the  effect 
that  Mr.  Parker  lives  in  Reading,  while  Mr.  Leary 
lives  in  Charles  town,  and  therefore  has  a  ''  claim  "  upon 
the  position.  The  highest  good  of  the  children  should 
alone  be  considered.  The  relative  standing  as  teachers 
of  these  two  men  must  be  well  known  to  Superintend- 
ent and  Supervisors,  the  professional  advisers  of  this 
Board,  and  it  would  be  a  most  serious  and  unprece- 
dented step  to  reject  the  nomination  of  the  executive 
head  of  the  Boston  public  schools.  I  therefore  recom- 
mend that  the  nomination  of  Henry  C.  Parker  as  sub- 
master  in  the   Warren  District  be  confirmed.

WINSIIIP    SCHOOL-lIOrSE,    BRIGHTON. 

This  is  an  old  wooden  building  in  fair  state  of  repair,  but  the 
rooms  are  very  much  overcrowded.  Ventilation  is  poor.  The 
drainage  is  defective,  and  the  waste-pipes  from  the  sinks  appear 
to  discharge  into  a  cesspool  in  the  yard.  The  drainage  from  the 
flush-vaults  is  connected  with  the  sewer.  The  flush-vaults  are 
too  near  the  school-rooms,  are  offensive,  and  in  cold  weather  are 
unfit  for  comfortable  use  by  the  children.  Rain  conductors, 
without  traps,  discharge  into  the  flush-vaults,  and  open  at  the 
roof  in  a  direct  line  with  the  windows  of  the  upper  school-rooms. 


BENNETT    SCHOOL. 

The  vault  for  this  school  is  located  in  the  yard,  and  the  con- 
tents of  the  vault  in  the  annex  are  discharged  into  it.  This  vault 
is  constantly  in  a  fllthy  and  offensive  condition,  as  the  only 
means  of  flushing  is  by  attaching  a  hose.  The  building  is  not 
heated,  and  in  cold  weather  is  unfic  for  use  by  the  children. 

ANNEX   TO    THE    BENNETT    SCHOOL. 

Flush  vaults  in  basement  defective  and  offensive.  There  is  no 
means  of  ventilation  from  the  basement  where  these  vaults  are 
located  and  doors  to  basement  are  close  to  doors  leading  to  the 
school  rooms  from  the  lower  floor  so  that  the  odors  from  the 
basement  permeate  the  school  rooms  on  this  floor.

Section  332.  A  general  exhibition  shall  be  held  at  the  close 
of  the  term.  The  date  of  the  exhibition  shall  be  determined  by 
the  master,  and  announced  in  the  schools  not  later  than  ten  days 
prior  to  the  close  of  the  term."

some  ot  them  serious,  passed  either  unoticed  or  unchecked.     To  Re^-ulations- 

remedy  this  abuse  it  was  provided  in  section  34  of  the  new  rules  violation  of 
that  "The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  shall  see  that  rules;  lectures 
the  rules  and  regulations  are  properly  and  consistently  enforced,  ^°  Lyman 
and  report  to  the   Board  such   cases  of  violation    as   they    may 
deem   necessary.'"      Under   this    provision   various   instances   of 
violation  have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  this  committee;  in 
two  or  three  instances    they    have    reported  to  the   Board  rea- 
sons for  a  special  exemption,  in  other  instances  they  have  been 
able,    without    reporting   to    the    Board,    to  cause  the   rules   to 
be  complied  with.     Many  of  these  cases  have  grown  out  of  a  dis- 
regard of  that  part  of  section  210  of  the  regulations,  providing 
that  the  morning  session  shall  close  at  12  o'clock,  and  that  there 
shall  be  a  recess  of  20  minutes  during  that  session.     It  is  believed 
by  this  committee  that  the  provisions  of  that  regulation  are  now 
being  generally  comi^lied  with. 

A  more  serious  case  of  infraction  of  the  regulations  has  now 
come  before  this  committee,  and  they  deem  it  their  duty  to 
report  this  instance  to  the  Board.  There  have  been  advertised 
on  lealiets  for  "Thursday,  April  20,  1899,  at  4.30  and  7.45, 
Auspices  of  Lyman  Grammar  School,  For  Lantern  Slides,  by 
permission  of  the  Committee  on  School  Houses,  at  the  Lyman 
School  Hall,"  illustrated  lectures  by  one  C.  H.  French,  on  "  Cuba 
and  the  Maine.''  and  "Klondike."  The  facts  relative  to  these 
proposed  lectures  are  as  follows :  Mr.  French  made  an  arrange- 
ment with  the  master  of  the  Lyman  School  by  which  lectures 
were  to  be  given  in  the  school  hall,  advertised  on  leaflets  as  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Lyman  School,  tickets  for  admission  to  be 
put  into  the  hands  of  the  sub-master  of  the  school,  who  should 
parcel  them  out  to  the  pupils  for  sale  among  their  parents  and 
others;  the  pupils  to  receive,  in  free  tickets,  10  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  they  sold,  and  the  proceeds  to  be  turned  in  by  them  to  the 
sub-master.  Of  the  proceeds  the  lecturer  was  to  have  40  per 
cent.,  and  the  master  of  the  school  00  per  cent.,  with  which  to 
purchase  lantern  slides  for  the  use  of  the  school.  The  master  of 
the  school  advertised  this  lecture  by  publicly  announcing  it  in  the 
school  hall  when  the  whole  school  was  assembled  there;  the 
pupils  were  told,  in   effect,  that  they  were   expected  to  do  their 
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best  in  disposing  of  the  tickets,  as  a  matter  of  patriotic  service  to 
the  school  which  was  to  share  in  the  profits  of  the  venture.  Thus 
each  child  was  spurred  to  become  an  active  and  energetic  selling- 
agent. 

Although  this  lecture  is  advertised  to  be  "  By  permission  of  the 
Committee  on  School  Houses,"  the  records  of  that  committee  do 
not  disclose  that  the  matter  ever  came  before  them.  Moreover, 
the  Committee  on  School  Houses  have  no  jurisdiction  over  the 
use  of  school  buildings  for  other  than  school  purposes.  Section 
207  provides,  —  "  No  school  building  or  part  of  a  school  building 
shall  be  used  for  other  purposes  than  the  work  of  the  school,  un- 
less the  consent  of  the  committee  in  charge  shall  have  been  first 
obtained. '^  The  "committee  in  charge"  means  the  Division 
Committee,  and  not  the  Committee  on  School  Houses.  The 
records  of  the  Committee  on  the  First  Division,  which  is  the  com- 
mittee in  charge  of  this  school,  do  not  disclose  that  this  commit- 
tee have  ever  dealt  with  the  question  of  the  use  of  the  hall  of  the 
Lyman  School  for  this  lecture. 

But,  assuming  that  the  lecture  is  a  proper  one  to  be  given  in 
the  school  hall,  and  that,  if  proper  application  had  been  made  to 
the  proper  authority,  permission  would  have  been  granted  for 
such  use,  the  most  weighty  objections  to  this  scheme  remain  to 
be  considered.  Section  224  of  the  regulations  provides, —  "No 
contribution  for  any  purpose  shall  be  permitted  in  any  public 
school."  Section  225  provides, —  ''No  advertisement  shall  be 
read  to  the  pupils  of  any  school  on  the  premises  thereof,  or  be 
posted  on  the  walls  or  fences  of  any  school  building;  and  no 
agent  or  other  person  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  any  school 
premises  for  the  purpose  of  exhibiting  either  to  teachers  or  pupils 
any  book  or  article  offered  for  sale.  No  lists  of  pupils  shall  be 
given  by  teachers  to  any  person  not  an  officer  of  the  Board." 
These  regulations  have  been  a  part  of  our  code  these  many  years 
and  are  vitally  important.  Seventy-five  thousand  children,  gath- 
ered from  many  thousand  homes,  with  names  and  addresses  in 
the  hands  of  teachers,  offer  an  attractive  field  to  the  energetic 
and  enterprising  advertising  agent.  The  number  of  school  chil- 
dren is  so  large  that  small  contributions  from  them,  and  from 
their  parents  through  them,  aggregate  a  large  sum.  Consequently 
frequent  attempts  are  made  to  exploit  the  public  schools  in  behalf 
of  various  advertising  schemes;  and,  under  the  guise  of  patriot- 
ism and  charity,  to  levy  what  is  practically  taxation  upon  the 
children.  So  soon  as  any  enterprise  is  advertised  as  being  under 
the  "  auspices  of  the  school,"  and  the  children  are  asked  to  con- 
tribute or  to  get  contributions  for  that  purpose,  the  school  ceases 
to  be  a  free  school.  The  moral  pressure  upon  the  children  of  the 
poor  to  do  as  much  for  the  enterprise  as  the  children  of  the 
wealthier  do,  is  so  strong  as  certainly  to  result  either  in  dispro- 
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portioiiate  sacrifices  on  the  part  of  the  poorer  children,  or  in  that 
sharp  sense  of  pain  and  mortification  which  only  the  sensitive 
soul  of  the  child  can  suffer.  That  the  "  curse  of  the  poor  is  their 
poverty  "  is  never  more  keenly  felt  than  when  inequality  in  con- 
tribution to  some  public  purpose  is  found  a  necessity  among 
children.  It  was  largely  to  make  the  public  schools  purely  dem- 
ocratic, and  to  remove  as  far  as  possible  from  them  the  inequal- 
ities of  wealth  and  poverty,  that  free  text-books  were  provided 
for.  It  needs  no  argument  to  show  that  to  allow  contributions  in 
public  schools  and  advertising  on  the  premises,  would  be  abso- 
lutely inconsistent  with  the  whole  theory  on  which  free  public 
education  is  based.  So  important  have  your  committee  deemed 
this  principle,  that  they  recently  declined  to  offer  in  this  Board 
an  order  permitting  our  own  Director  of  Drawing  to  deliver, 
without  compensation,  lectures  in  various  school  halls,  tickets  to 
be  sold  by  the  children,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Lyman  School,  the 
entire  proceeds  to  go  for  the  purchase  of  lantern  slides.  If  the 
generous  offer  of  our  own  Director  of  Drawing  is  to  be  rejected 
because  of  the  importance  of  preventing  contributions  for  any 
purpose  in  our  school-houses,  we  ought  not  to  pass  over  in  silence 
the  scheme  of  using  the  same  methods  for  the  benefit  of  a 
.  stranger. 

That  60  per  cent,  of  the  proceeds  of  this  lecture  were  to  go 
to  the  benefit  of  the  school,  that  the  lecture  may  be  interesting 
and  possibly  educationally  advantageous,  does  not,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  committee,  afford  any  excuse.  If  it  be  desirable  to  use 
the  public  schools  for  those  purposes,  we  have  no  doubt  that  the 
concession  of  advertising  through  them,  without  permitting  con- 
tributions from  the  children,  or  their  parents  through  them, 
could  be  sold  for  a  very  large  sum.  Many  patent  medicine  con- 
cerns would  probably  bid  very  high  for  the  opportunity.  To  say 
that  the  money  is  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  school  is 
simply  to  say  that  if  tuition  were  charged  the  expense  to  the  city 
treasury  for  the  maintenance  and  equipment  of  our  schools 
would  be  very  much  less  than  it  now  is.  Information  has  come 
to  this  committee  that  in  the  Lincoln  School,  in  South  Boston, 
the  regulations  were  in  effect  violated,  by  inducing  the  pupils, 
ostensibly  outside  of  the  school,  to  act  as  selling  agents  for  Mr. 
French's  tickets.  In  our  judgment,  the  spirit,  as  well  as  the 
strict  letter  of  the  these  regulations,  should  be  observed.  The 
organization  of  the  school  should  never  be  perverted  to  a 
mercenary  purpose. 

Your  committee  have  deemed  it  their  duty  to  call  this  matter 
fully  to  the  attention  of  the  Board,  not  only  because  of  the  im- 
portance of  the  i)rinciples  involved,  but  because  masters  of  other 
schools,  ambitious  for  further  equipment,  have  desired  to  avail 
themselves  of  similar  opportunities  for  money  raising;  and,  with 
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justice,  say  that  they  see  no  reason  why  there  should  be  dis- 
crimination between  the  schools. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  no  variation  should  be 
allowed  from  the  provisions  of  sections  224  and  225,  prohibiting 
contributions  and  advertising  in  our  schools.  They  would  call 
to  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Board  and  of  the  masters 
of  the  schools  the  fact  that  these  provisions  have  been  deemed  so 
important  that  no  sub-committee  of  the  Board  has  any  authority 
to  permit  any  variation  therefrom.  If  for  any  reason  it  is  ever 
desirable  that  contributions  for  any  purpose  shall  be  received,  or 
that  any  scheme  shall  be  advertised  in  our  public  schools,  it 
ought  to  be  done  only  after  the  fullest  and  most  public  considera- 
tion by  this  Board. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  this  report  be 
adopted,  as  embodying  the  sense  of  the  full  Board  relative  to  the 
importance  of  full  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  our  regu- 
lations.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  respectfulty  submit  their  report  on 
the  following  order,  which  was  adopted  by  the  School  Committee 
on  February  14,  1899: 

^'■Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  be  requested  to  report 
the  number  of  male  teachers  in  the  day  schools  who  are  also  em- 
ployed in  the  evening  schools,  other  than  drawing  schools,  stating 
the  length  of  time  such  instructors  have  severally  served  in  the 
evening  schools ;  and  that  they  also  consider  and  report  upon  the 
following  propositions: 

1.  "  To  what,  if  any,  extent  it  is  advisable  to  employ  male  teach- 
ers in  the  day  schools  as  instructors  in  the  evening  schools. 

2.  "  Whether  or  not  it  is  advisable  to  limit  the  number  of  years 
during  which  a  day  school  teacher  may  serve  in  the  evening 
schools. 

3.  "  Whether  or  not  it  is  advisable,  in  reducing  the  number  of 
instructors  in  the  evening  schools  as  the  attendance  of  pupils 
decreases  during  the  term,  to  give  preference  in  continuance  of 
employment  to  instructors  not  serving  in  the  day  schools." 
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They  find  that  the  number  of  teachers  employed  in  the  day 
schools  of  this  city  who  are  also  employed  in  the  evening  schools, 
other  than  drawing  schools,  of  this  city  is  21.  They  also  find 
that  such  instructors  have  severally  served  in  the  evening  schools 
as  follows:  One,  one  year;  one,  two  years;  three,  three  years; 
one,  four  years;  three,  five  years;  one,  six  years;  two,  seven 
years;  two,  eight  years;  one,  nine  years;  two,  ten  years;  one, 
eleven  years;  one,  fourteen  years;  one,  fifteen  years;  one,  nine- 
teen years.  Having  carefully  considered  the  three  propositions 
stated  in  the  order,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  have  reached  the 
following  conclusions: 

1.  That  it  is  advisable  to  employ  sub-masters  in  the  day 
schools  as  principals,  and  only  as  principals,  of  the  evening  ele- 
mentary schools  for  a  term  not  exceeding  four  years. 

2.  That  it  is  advisable  to  employ  without  restriction  in  the 
evening  schools  male  teachers  in  the  day  grammar  schools  who 
hold  a  rank  below  that  of  sub-master. 

3.  That  it  is  advisable  to  employ  day  school  male  teachers  of 
any  rank  except  that  of  master  in  the  evening  high  school  to  an 
extent  not  exceeding  three  evenings  a  week,  and  without  limit  as 
to  number  of  years. 

4.  That  it  is  not  advisable  to  give  preference  in  continuance 

of  employment  to  instructors  not  serving  in  day  schools,  but  that 

this  matter  should   be  left  to  the  discretion  of   the  principal  of 

the  school,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Evening 

Schools,  to  be  determined   as   the   best   interests  of    the   school 

require.

Under  this  clause,  nine 
contractors  presented  their  own  plans  and  specifications,  with  bids 
ranging  from  $14,347  to  |20,300;  while  four  bidders  made  their  bids, 
ranging  from  $20,000  to  $28,975,  on  the  architect's  plans  and 
specifications.  The  contract  presented  to  me  for  approval  is  with 
Lynch  &  Woodward,  upon  their  bid  of  $19,700  upon  plans  and 
specifications  prepared  at  their  order. 

It  is  perfectly  obvious  that  there  can  be  no  real  competition 
between  contractors  whose  bids  are  based  upon  different  sets  of 
plans  and  specifications,  and,  as  the  committee  undertook  to 
have  competition  by  advertising  for  bids,  I  assume  there  can  be 
no  reason  for  awarding  this  contract  otherwise  than  upon  a  com- 
petitive basis.  I  have  no  fault  to  find  with  the  plans  and  specifi- 
cations upon  which  the  contract  was  awarded  by  the  committee, 
and  I  am  advised  by  the  Consulting  Architect  that  they  are  en- 
tirely satisfactory;  but  it  seems  to  me  that  it  would  establish  an 
unfortunate  and  embarrassing  precedent  if  I  approved  the  award 
of  a  contract  where  competition  was  in  form  invited,  through 
advertisements  for  bids,  but  was  in  fact  made  impossible  through 
allowing  bidders  to  furnish  their  own  j)lans  and  si)ecifications.  I 
can  see  no  reason  why  satisfactory  plans  and  sx)ecifications  could 
not  have  been  prepared  in  this  case  upon  the  order  of  the  com- 
mittee, so  that  all  bidders  could  have  been  placed  upon  a  footing 
of  equality  by  compelling  them  all  to  bid  upon  the  same  basis. 

I  regret  to  delay  this  work  through  withholding  my  approval 
from  the  enclosed  contract,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  the  principle 
involved  is  too  important  to  make  it  proi)er  for  me  to  take  any 
other  course.

Superintendent's  Office, 

June  13,  1899. 
To  the  School  Comiaittee  : 

On  April  11,  1899,  the  School  Board  passed  the  following  vote: 

"  Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  be  requested  to  report  to 
this  Board  the  names  of  masters  of  the  Grammar  Schools,  if 
any,  whose  removal  would  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Boston 
I)ublic  schools.'' 

After  careful  consideration  of  this  matter  relatively  to  the 
grammar  masters  now  in  the  service  of  the  city,  I  have  concluded 
that  the  good  of  the  schools  does  not  require  the  removal  of  any 
master  at  the  present  time. 

The  removal  of  a  master  by  public  action  is  a  grave  matter, 
and  one  which  ought  not  even  to  be  suggested  publicly,  except 
for  strong  reasons.  A  master  guilty  of  crime  or  of  discreditable 
behavior  might  properly  be  proceeded  against  at  once,  and 
publicly.  But  such  cases  are  rare,  and  can  be  dealt  with  singly 
as  they  arise. 

In  all  other  cases  public  removal,  or  public  mention  for  that 
purpose,  is  a  last  resort  to  be  adopted  only  when  other  measures 
have  failed.  If,  for  example,  a  master  is  growing  old  and  feeble, 
his  friends  can  be  relied  on  usually  to  suggest  to  him  that  the 
time  has  come  for  him  to  hand  in  his  resignation.  Or  an  informal 
suggestion  to  the  same  end  made  by  officials  in  a  proper  way 
would  seldom  go  unheeded.  Even  if  it  were  necessary  to  proceed 
in  a  formal  and  official  manner,  it  certainly  would  be  best  that 
the  initial  steps  should  take  place  privately,  and  that  the  master 
whose  retirement  was  desired  should  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
offer  his  resignation  without  being  publicly  asked  for  it. 
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Publicity  in  relation  to  such  matters  is  to  be  avoided  for  the 
very  good  reason  that  a  teacher's  professional  standing  and  repu- 
tation ought  not  to  be  impaired  unnecessarily. 

Supposing  then  that  there  are  masters  whose  retirement  from 
the  service  might  be  desirable  now,  or  at  an  early  day,  it  would 
certainly  be  premature,  and  it  might  be  unjust,  to  publish  their 
names  to  the  world  at  the  present  time.  For  there  is  no  doubt 
whatever  that  resignations  would  be  offered  in  response  to  proper 
suggestion  in  all  cases.

Gentlemen,  — I  beg  leave  to  write  you  on  behalf  of  the  Society 
of  Sons  of  the  Revolution  in  regard  to  naming  the  new  school 
at  Brighton.  The  trend  of  work  'by  patriotic  societies  during  the 
past  year  or  so  has  been  in  the  line  of  giving  to  the  children 
object  lessons  by  which  interest  is  created  in  the  men  and 
methods  of  our  forefathers,  particularly  those  of  the  Revolution. 

I  have  understood  it  has  been  suggested  that  the  new  school  at 
Brighton  be  named  in  memory  of  Col.  Thomas  Gardner,  who  was 
a  resident  of  Brighton,  and  who  formerly  owned  the  land  on 
which  the  school  is  situated. 

Colonel  Gardner  was  a  very  prominent  citizen  of  Brighton, 
representing  his  town  in  the  General  Court,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Committee  of  Safety  in  Revolutionary  times. 

He  took  part  in  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  and  was  there 
mortally  wounded,  and  one  of  Washington's  first  orders  after 
taking  command  of  the  army,  ordered  a  military  funeral  for 
Colonel  Gardner. 

It  seems  to  me  that  there  is  no  citizen  of  Brighton  who  could  be 
honored  with  more  dignity  and  at  the  same  time  instil  into  the 
minds  of  the  children  the  spirit  of  our  forefathers  and  a  desire  for 
research  in  Revolutionary  subjects. 

It  is  my  earnest  wish  on  behalf  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution 
that  consideration  be  given  to  the  naming  of  the  school  for  this 
esteemed  and  worthy  man.

the  election  of  officers,  teachers,  janitors,  and  other  persons  in  the 

employ  of  the  Boston  School  Committee,"  I  have  to  say  : 

While  the  question  is  not  free  from  doubt  and  is  very  close,  the 
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act,  in  my  opinion,  does  not  apply  to  the  School  Committee  or  any 
election  by  it.  The  act  provides  that  whenever  "  in  any  city  the 
election  of  any  city  officer  is  vested  in  the  Common  Council,  or  in 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  or  in  both  acting  jointly  or  concurrently, 
or  in  any  other  municipal  body  or  board,  the  election  shall  not  be 
valid  unless  it  is  made  by  a  viva  voce  vote,"  etc.  Chapter  129  of 
the  Acts  of  the  same  year  provides  that  "  when  the  election  of 
any  city  officer  is  vested  in  the  Common  Council,  or  in  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  or  in  both  acting  jointly  or  concurrently,  the  elec- 
tion shall  not  be  valid  unless  it  is  made  by  a  yea  and  nay  vote," 
etc. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  second  act  intended  to  correct  an 
omission  in  the  first  act  and  a  correction  in  the  method  of  voting, 
as  the  Legislature  probably  determined  on  inspection  of  the  first 
act,  that  a  vote  by  yea  and  nay  was  not  an  election,  and  that  they 
had  not  made  provision  for  the  election  of  certain  officers  who 
were  elected  by  boards  of  the  city,  such  as  Trustees  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library,  Boston  City  Hospital,  Children's  Institutions,  etc., 
and  that  the  ''  city  officers,"  contemplated  in  the  last  named  act 
were  the  "city  officers"  intended  in  the  first  named  act. 
Furthermore,  it  has  been  decided  by  the  courts  that  teachers  of 
public  schools  are  not  public  officers,  and  are  therefore  not  city 
officers  within  the  meaning  of  the  term  ;  and,  inasmuch  as  the 
teachers  of  the  public  schools  are  among  the  most  important 
employees  of  the  city  chosen  by  the  School  Committee,  it  does 
not  seem  to  me  that  if  the  Legislature  excluded  them  from  the 
operation  of  the  last  act,  they  could  possibly  have  intended  to 
include  others  of  less  importance  ;  and,  therefore,  that  the  Legis- 
lature intended  by  the  term  "  city  officers  "  in  both  those  acts  the 
city  officers  that  are  generally  understood  to  be  meant  by  that 
term  ;  that  is,  officers  connected  with  the  city  government  elected 
by  the  City  Council,  or  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  or  by  both  acting 
jointly  or  concurrently,  or  by  boards  of  trustees  and  other  boards 
appointed  by  the  Mayor.  Still,  as  I  have  said  before,  the  question 
is  a  very  close  one,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  I  do  not  depart  much 
from  what  is  expected  of  me  if  I  advise  the  committee  that  the 
best  method  to  be  pursued  in  the  election  of  Secretary  of  the 
Board,  Superintendent  and  Supervisors  of  the  public  schools 
would  be  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  said  chapter  170.

To  the  School  Committee  : 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  approval,  the  order  passed  by  your 
Board,  August  15th,  authorizing  the  execution  of  a  contract  with 
the  Fuller  &  Warren  Warming  and  Ventilating  Co.  for  heat- 
ing and  ventilating  the  new  grammar  school-house  on  Quiiicy 
and  Perth  streets,  Dorchester.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  my  inves- 
tigations into  the  matter  occupied  more  than  ten  days,  although 
I  have  endeavored  to  hasten  them  as  much  as  possible,  the  order 
has  gone  into  effect  without  my  signature.  I  have,  however, 
relied  upon  the  fact  that  the  contract  authorized  by  this  order 
could  not  be  finally  concluded  without  my  signature,  and  upon 
the  knowledge  of  the  sub-committee  of  your  Board  having  this 
matter  in  charge,  that  I  was  at  least  in  doubt  in  regard  to  giving 
my  sanction  to  it. 

While  I  regret  to  interfere  with  such  action  as  the  School  Com- 
mittee may  deem  proper  in  a  matter  of  this  character,  I  feel 
obliged,  in  view  of  the  importance  of  the  precedent  which  would 
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be  made  by  this  contract,  and  in  view  of  my  belief  that  the  heat- 
ing of  large  school  buildings  by  the  furnace  system  would  be 
seriously  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  the  city,  to  notify 
your  Board  of  my  unwillingness  to  sign  the  proposed  contract; 
and  in  doing  so  I  may  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  order 
was  only  passed  by  a  vote  of  eleven  yeas  against  seven  nays,  as 
indicating  that  there  is  at  least  a  serious  difference  of  opinion  in 
the  School  Committee  itself  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  policy 
proposed. 

The  question  of  the  relative  merits  of  steam  and  furnace  sys- 
tems of  heating  in  school-houses  is  an  old  one,  and  your  com- 
mittee is  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  Consulting  Architect  of 
the  city  has.  since  his  appointment,  nearly  four  years  ago, 
consistently  opposed  the  use  of  the  furnace  system  in  school- 
houses,  except  for  small  buildings,  and  that  my  action  upon  such 
matters  is  largely  guided  by  liis  advice.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
your  Board  deliberately  decided  not  to  accept  the  opinion  of  the 
Consulting  Architect  upon  this  question,  I  have  thought  it  jjroper 
to  make  a  careful  personal  inquiry  into  the  merits  of  the  contro- 
versy and  to  take  the  opinion  of  other  disinterested  experts.  I 
have  listened  at  length  to  all  of  the  arguments  which  have  been 
brought  forward  by  members  of  the  sub-committee  of  your  Board 
favoring  the  furnace  system,  and  of  the  representative  of  the 
company  to  which  the  committee  proposed  to  award  the  contract; 
and  after  such  inquiry  I  cannot  escape  coining  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  claims  which  are  made  as  to  the  advantages  of  the  fur- 
nace system,  at  least  in  so  large  a  building  as  the  school-house  in 
question,  are  unfounded,  and  that  the  use  of  that  system  in  such 
a  building  is  clearly  opposed  to  the  best  interests  of  the  city,  and 
would  not  be  adopted  in  good  private  x^ractice.  I  have  always 
believed  that  the  best  work  was  demanded  in  municipal  service, 
and  I  do  not  think  that  our  citizens  are  content  with  anything 
else  than  the  best;  particularly  where  the  health  and  comfort  of 
school  children  are  concerned. 

The  claim  has  been  strongly  urged,  and  figures  have  been  pro- 
duced which  apparently  seem  to  support  it,  that  a  given  number 
of  rooms  can  be  heated  at  a  less  consumption  of  coal  by  the  fur- 
nace system  than  by  the  steam  system.  I  am  convinced  that  this 
claim  is  entirely  fallacious,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  any  recog- 
nized scientific  authority  can  be  produced  in  support  of  the  claim 
that  it  is  possible  in  a  large  building  to  supply  a  given  degree  of 
heat  and  a  given  quantity  of  ventilation  for  any  less  coal  with  the 
furnace  system  than  with  the  steam  system.  Such  a  claim  seems 
to  me  scientifically  untenable,  and  where  furnaces  seem  to  burn 
less  coal  it  must  be  because  less  heat  or  less  ventilation  is  sup- 
plied, and  this  seems  to  be  notoriously  the  fact. 

I   transmit  herewith   a   careful   report    from    the    Consulting

Architect,  and  also  a  further  report  from  Professor  S.  H.  Wood- 
bridge,  and  I  call  particular  attention  to  their  opinions  in  regard 
to  this  matter.  I  need  not  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  Professor 
Woodbridge  is  one  of  the  very  few  recognized  ventilation  experts 
in  this  country,  and  has  a  national  reputation  as  such.  If 
scientific  investigation  is  of  any  value  —  and  civilization  advances 
chielly  through  it — it  would  seem  that  no  good  reason  could 
exist  why  the  City  of  Boston  should  ignore  its  results  and  adopt 
a  policy  which  would  be  condemned  by  the  overwhelming  weight 
of  expert  authority.  I  may  add  that  the  City  Engineer  has,  at 
my  request,  carefully  been  over  this  matter,  and  that  he  fully 
coincides  in  the  opinions  expressed  in  these  two  reports. 

I  desire  to  call  particular  attention  to  the  statement  of  the 
Consulting  Architect,  that  even  economy  in  first  cost  —  which  by 
no  means  necessarily  imj)lies  economy  in  the  long  run  —  is  in 
favor,  upon  any  proper  comparative  basis,  of  steam  rather  than 
of  a  hot  air  plant  for  this  building  upon  the  basis  of  the  bids  sub- 
mitted, the  apparent  economy  of  the  latter  system  being  due  to 
extra  features  incorporated  in  the  steam  system,  which  are  no 
more  necessary  with  steam  than  with  furnaces. 

For  the  above  reasons,  and  others  more  fully  set  foith  in  the 
accompanying  reports,  I  cannot  approve  any  contract  for  the 
installation  of  the  furnace  system  in  any  building  having  more 
than  eight  or  ten  rooms  at  the  outside.

trial  which,  though  it  may  excite  our  deep  and  symj)athetic  in- 
terest, does  not  warrant  the  adoption  of  the  course  whicli  has 
been  suggested.  Such  action  could  hardly  be  deemed  a  proper 
one  for  a  board  elected  to  care  for  and  direct  the  affairs  of  a  great 
public  school  system  to  take,  even  though  we  were  assured  that 
the  general  sentiment  of  the  French  people  does  not  differ  from 
our  own  with  regard  to  tlie  present  settlement  of  the  question  at 
issue. 

We  apprehend  that  the  benefit  to  be  derived  from  a  great  ex- 
position at  whicli  the  progress  of  the  nations  in  the  field  of  human 
endeavor  is  made  manifest,  is  not  confined  exclusively  to  that 
country  within  whose  borders  it  may  be  held,  but  extends  rather 
to  all  countries  and  to  all  peoples,  as  the  knowledge  to  be 
obtained  from  the  study  and  comparison  of  the  gathered  products 
of  the  different  branches  of  art,  science  and  the  manufactures  be- 
comes diffused  by  such  means.  We  believe  it  incumbent  upon  us 
to  make  at  the  Paris  Exposition  a  display  of  our  school  work 
that  will  be  creditable  to  the  city  of  Boston,  and  we  deprecate 
any  effort  to  divert  this  Board  from  an  educational  exhibit  to  an 
expression  of  political  opinion  in  this  matter.  The  preparation 
of  such  an  exhibit  is  now  well  advanced,  and  we  urge  that  no 
obstacle  be  thrown  in  the  way  of  its  successful  completion. 
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For  these  reasons,  therefore,  we  recommend  that  it  is  inexpedi- 
ent for  this  Board  to  rescind  such  action  as  it  has  already  taken 
with  regard  to  the  Paris  Exposition.

I  feel  obliged  to  return  herewith  without  my  approval  the  order  fornewNor- 

passed  by  your  Board  September  12th  providing  for  the  purchase  mal  School- 
er taking  of  a  parcel  of  land  on  Huntington  avenue,  near  the  ^o^^^- 
corner  of  Massachusetts  avenue,  as  a  site  for  the  proposed  new 
Normal  School-house.  While  the  law  requires  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor  before  the  selection  of  a  site  for  a  new  school-house 
by  the  School  Committee  can  go  into  effect,  I  have  not  been  dis- 
posed to  use  this  power  of  disapproval  unless  in  a  very  excep- 
tional case,  and  have  felt  that  the  judgment  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee as  to  Avhat  site  was  best  from  an  educational  standpoint 
should  ordinarily  be  taken  as  final;  on  the  other  hand,  the  law 
would  not  have  required  the  absolute  approval  of  the  Mayor 
before  a  school-house  site  could  be  purchased,  unless  with  the  in. 
tention  of  throwing  an  additional  safeguard  around  the  financial 
and  general  interests  of  the  city.  While  I  have  no  disposition  to 
question  the  conclusion  of  the  Schooi  Committee  that  the  western 
part  of  the  Back  Bay  district  is  the  best  site  for  a  Normal  School 
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building,  I  believe  that  the  selection  of  the  proposed  site  involves 
such  a  large  and  entirely  unnecessary  v^aste  of  public  money,  and 
is  so  open  to  objection  on  other  grounds,  that  I  cannot  conscien- 
tiously approve  it. 

While  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  has  the  right  to  take 
this  lot  by  eminent  domain  and  to  leave  the  question  of  the  settle- 
ment of  a  price  to  a  jury,  the  city  cannot  prudently  count  upon 
having  to  pay  less  per  foot  for  this  land  than  the  amount  asked 
by  the  ow^ner  in  his  public  proposal,  in  competition  with  other 
land.  At  the  price  thus  fixed  by  him  (15.50  per  foot),  the  cost  of 
this  lot  would  be  $165,000.  I  will  not  undertake  ti>  say  that  this 
price  per  foot  is  more  than  the  land  is  worth,  because  that  must 
be  largely  a  matter  of  opinion,  though  the  fact  is  on  public  record 
that  the  larger  parcel  of  land,  containing  the  lot  now  offered, 
changed  hands,  not  long  before  the  offer  was  made  to  the  School 
Committee,  at  a  considerably  lower  rate  per  foot.  But  I  take  the 
position  very  confidently  that  there  is  no  sort  of  need  for  the  city 
to  pay  anything  like  this  price  to  obtain  an  entirely  satisfactory 
lot  of  land,  and  one  better  located  from  an  educational  standpoint, 
within  a  very  short  distance  of  the  site  selected.  If  a  lot  contain- 
ing as  much  as  80,000  feet  is  properly  required  for  the  Normal 
School  building,  I  believe  that  this  can  easily  be  obtained  $50,000 
to  $75,000  cheaper;  and  if  the  size  of  the  lot  is  reduced  to  20,000 
feet,  which  I  am  inclined  to  believe  amply  sufficient  for  a  Normal 
School  building  as  large  as  it  is  desirable  for  the  city  to  build,  a 
large  additional  saving  could  be  effected.  I  am  fully  satisfied 
tha^  not  less  than  half  of  the  proposed  expenditure  of  1165,000  is 
unnecessary  and  unwarrantable,  and  that  it  would  represent,  if 
made,  only  a  waste  of  public  money  to  that  extent. 

In  considering  the  question  of  the  amount  of  land  required  for 
a  Normal  School  building,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  it  differs 
entirely  from  the  ordinary  school  of  lower  grade  in  that  a  large 
yard  is  not  required  for  purposes  of  play,  and  in  considering  the 
accommodations  which  such  a  school  building  should  provide,  it 
should  be  remembered  that  our  present  Normal  School  accom- 
modations graduate  a  much  larger  number  of  teachers  than  can 
easily  be  provided  with  places  in  our  public  schools.  I  take  it 
that  it  will  not  be  claimed  that  the  city  of  Boston  is  called  upon 
to  give  a  free  education  and  special  training  to  teachers  at  a  large 
expense,  except  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  its  own  schools. 
But  even  the  present  accommodations  of  the  Normal  School  have 
turned  out  graduates  in  such  numbers  that  three  hundred  of 
them  are  to-day  awaiting  an  opportunity  to  find  places  in  our 
public  schools.  At  the  present  rate  of  appointment,  it  would 
take  six  years  to  find  places  for  such  graduates.  Even  if  the 
policy  were  followed  of  absolutely  confining  appointments  as 
teachers  in  our  public  schools  to  graduates  of  the  Boston  Normal 
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School,  there  would  not  be  more  than  seventy-five  vacancies 
a  year  at  the  outside.  I  may  fairly  assume  that  it  is  not  the  in- 
tention of  the  School  Committee  to  provide  for  erecting  a  Nor- 
mal School-house  designed  to  accommodate  a  larger  number  of 
pupils  than  would  annually  graduate  enough  teachers  to  supply 
the  vacancies  in  our  public  schools,  with  a  reasonable  allowance 
for  future  growth ;  at  any  rate,  I  could  not  approve  plans  for  a 
larger  building,  as  it  seems  to  me  not  only  a  waste  of  money, 
but  a  positive  wrong,  to  hold  out  expectations  of  employment  to 
larger  numbers  than  could  possibly  be  i^rovided  with  places. 
The  Superintendent  of  Schools,  in  reply  to  my  enquiry,  informs 
me  that  in  his  opinion  a  building  sufficient  to  accommodate  two 
hundred  pupils  would  supply  all  possible  wants  of  the  city  in  con- 
nection with  securing  teachers  for  its  own  schools.  Such  a  building 
ought  to  be  built  for  about  $100,000,  and  argument  is  hardly 
necessary  to  prove  that  it  is  not  financially  justifiable,  in  a  section 
of  the  city  having  so  much  vacant  land,  to  pay  $165,000  for  a  site 
for  a  $100,000  school  building.  Without  undertaking  to  indicate 
any  particular  parcels  of  land,  it  is  not  necessary  to  go  farther 
than  the  other  bids  received  by  the  School  Committee,  or  than 
facts  in  the  possession  of  every  real  estate  broker  having  to  do 
with  property  in  that  district  of  the  city,  to  establish  the  fact 
that  suitable  sites  could  be  found  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of 
that  selected  at  a  very  much  lower  price. 

Doubtless  the  basis  for  the  high  price  charged  for  this  land  is 
to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  it  has  a  large  frontage  upon  an  im-  » 

portant  thoroughfare  —  Huntington  avenue.  I  believe  that  the 
large  frontage  is  entirely  unnecessary  for  this  purpose,  and  that 
the  location  upon  a  main  thoroughfare  with  lines  of  electric  cars 
is  a  positive  and  serious  disadvantage.  I  cannot  believe  any 
competent  educational  authorities  would  say  that  it  was  advisable 
to  locate  a  school  building  of  this  cliaracter  upon  a  main  thor- 
oughfare; at  any  rate,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  in 
response  to  my  inquiry,  informs  me  that  he  considers  the  location 
improper  and  objectionable,  on  account  of  the  noise  of  passing 
cars  and  traffic.  A  Normal  School  building  should  of  course  be 
readily  accessible  by  street  car  lines  from  different  parts  of  the 
city,  but  this  does  not  mean  that  it  should  be  situated  directly  on 
a  main  thoroughfare;  if  it  is  within  a  few  minutes  walk  of  a 
street  car  line,  that  should  be  entirely  sufficient. 

For  the  above  reasons,  which  might  be  elaborated  at  greater 
length  and  with  further  details,  but  which  seem  to  me  entirely 
sufficient,  even  thus  briefly  and  generally  stated,  I  am  unable  to 
approve  the  site  selected.

Boston  Public  Schools, 

Superintendent's  Office, 

November  14,  1899. 
To  the  School  Committee: 

There  is  an  important  question  of  general  policy,  relative  to  the 
appointment  of  teachers  in  excess  of  the  number  allowed  by  the 
Kegulations,  which  I  desire  to  bring  before  the  Board  for  con- 
sideration and  settlement. 

In  June  last  (  See  School  Document  No.  6,  pp.  5  and  6 )  it  was 
pointed  out  that  there  were  then  serving  in  certain  schools  thirty 
teachers  whose  continued  emjiloyraent  could  not  be  justified  save 
for  reasons  which  would  have  been  equally  applicable  to  all  other 
schools  in  the  city.  According  to  the  Regulations,  these  teachers 
should  have  been  dropjied ;  but  the  Board  determined  otherwise, 
and  they  were  all  reappointed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules. 
Some  of  these  thirty  teachers  have  since  ceased  to  be  supernu- 
merary, because  certain  vacancies  that  have  occurred  in  their 
schools  have  not  been  filled. 

One  member  of  the  Board,  having  the  financial  aspect  of  the 
matter  in  mind,  asked  me  in  June  whether  I  should  not  be  able 
to  dispose  of  the  whole  thirty  suj:»ernumerary  teachers  by  merely 
omitting  to  fill  vacancies.  I  replied  that  I  should  use  my  best 
efforts  to  do  so,  but  that  I  did  not  expect  complete  success.  Par- 
tial success  has  been  had,  as  already  stated;  but  further  progress 
in  this  policy  of  retrenchment  has  become  difficult  in  consequence 
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of  doubts  that  have  arisen  as  to  whether  this  policy  is  acceptable 
to  the  Board  itself  at  the  present  time. 

The  policy  in  question  undoubtedly  has  the  support  of  the 
Regulations;  but  it  has  been  claimed  lately,  in  several  cases,  that 
the  action  of  the  Board  for  the  last  three  or  four  years  has  fa- 
vored a  more  liberal  policy.  It  is  argued  that  the  Superintendent 
should  depart  from  the  Regulations;  and,  recognizing  the  prece- 
dent set  by  the  Board,  should  adopt  for  himself  a  more  liberal 
course  relative  to  appointments.  There  are  just  now  three  oppor- 
tunities, in  as  many  schools,  to  dispose  of  a  supernumerary 
teacher  by  simply  not  filling  a  vacancy.  Against  using  these 
opportunities  the  masters  of  these  schools  very  naturally  protest. 
One  pleads  the  action  of  a  division  committee  some  years  ago 
allowing  the  appointment  of  an  extra  teacher  for  a  certain  pur- 
pose, and  a  ratification  of  that  action  by  the  Board  at  the  time 
and  no  revocation  of  it  since;  another  pleads  long  and  unques- 
tioned use  of  the  privilege  of  an  extra  teacher;  and  another  ap- 
peals to  an  unrecorded  understanding  whereby  an  extra  teacher, 
though  regularly  api)ointed,  was  not  to  be  counted  as  one  towards 
filling  the  number  allowed  by  the  Regulation  when  the  annual 
canvass  of  teachers  should  be  made.  All  rely  on  the  fact  that 
supernumerary  teachers  have  been  carried  over  each  year  for 
several  years  past;  and  that  the  number  carried  over  last  June 
was  not  unusually  large.  It  is  not  doubted  but  that  in  every 
case  the  services  of  the  supernumerary  teacher  are  advantageous 
to  the  school. 

How  far  these  and  similar  considerations,  if  allowed  to  prevail, 
would  carry  the  Board  beyond  the  limit  of  financial  prudence  is  a 
matter  to  be  considered.  The  financial  question  would  soon  be- 
come pressing  under  the  liberal  policy  urged  by  some. 

But  the  particular  point  upon  which  the  Superintendent  now 
needs  to  know  the  will  of  the  Board  is  this,  whether,  in  the 
absence  of  peculiar  conditions,  a  vacancy  shall  be  filled  when,  by 
its  not  being  filled,  a  teacher  in  the  school  would  cease  to  be 
supernumerary.  He  therefore  respectfully  asks  that  this  matter 
may  be  referred  to  some  committee  of  the  Board,  the  Committee 
on  Accounts  perhaps,  for  consideration  and  report.

One  ungraded  class 
may  be  established  in  each  Grammar  School  District,  for  the 
instruction  of  children  who,  from  age  or  other  reason,  are  un- 
qualllied  for  the  regular  grades  of  the  Primary  and  Grammar 
Schools.  Additional  ungraded  classes  may  be  established  by  the 
Board  in  any  district,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. In  ungraded  classes  one  teacher  shall  be  allowed  for 
thirty-tive  pupils.  The  number  of  teachers  herein  allowed  shall 
not  be  exceeded,  unless  the  proper  grading  of  the  school,  or  the 
insufficiency  of  the  seating  capacity  of  the  school-rooms,  shall 
require  such  excess.

Girls'  Latin  gested  is,  in  their  judgment,  open  to  many  and  serious  objections, 
and  Normal  Each  of  these  schools  is  conducted  by  a  different  head-master, 
buildintr  ^^^  ^^^  ^^^  corps  of  teachers  and  pupils,  and  follows  a  separate 

[See  p.  4r)!t.]  and  distinct  course  of  study.  The  Normal  School  has  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  experienced  the  disadvantages  of  being  compelled  to 
conduct  its  work  under  the  same  roof  with  another  school,  and 
this  fact  has  repeatedly  been  used  as  an  argument  in  favor  of 
obtaining  a  sufficient  appropriation  for  the  building  of  a  new 
Normal  School-house,  which  has  recently  been  granted  by  the 
Legislature. 

The  Girls'  High  and  Girls'  Latin  Schools  have  also  been  com- 
l)elled  to  divide  the  accommodations  of  one  building  until  the 
growth  of  boih  compelled  the  removal  of  a  part  of  one  to  hired 
accommodations,  but  the  connection  between  these  two  schools, 
which  are  both  under  one  head,  is  closer  than  could  exist 
between  either  one  of  them  and  tJie  Normal  School. 

The  only  argument  in  favor  of  the  proposed  plan  would  be  the 
saving  of  expense  in  the  construction  of  one  building  instead  of 
two,  while  in  all  other  respects  it  is  the  oi)inion,  not  only  of  the 
committee,  but  of  the  principals  immediately  concerned  as  well, 
that  the  plan  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  neither  scliool.  and  of 
detriment  to  loth. 
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Your  committee  believe,  however,  that  it  would  probably  be 
advisable  to  erect  a  separate  building  for  each  school  upon  a  com- 
mon site,  if  one  suitable  for  the  purpose  can  be  obtained,  as  in 
the  case  of  the  Latin  and  English  High  Schools,  thus  permitting  a 
saving  of  expense  in  land,  and  in  the  heating  and  ventilating  ap- 
paratus, etc. 

Your  committee  are  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  inex- 
pedient to  establish  the  Girls'  Latin  School  and  Normal  School  in 
the  same  building,  and  so  recommend  to  the  Board. 

Mr.   Brett  presented  the  following  minority  report, 
signed  by  himself : 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  High  Minority 
Schools  and  the  Normal  School,  to  whom  was  referred  an  order  ^^P°^  • 
relative  to  the  establishment  of   the   Normal   and    Girls'    Latin 
Schools  in  the  same  building,  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report: 

The  Girls'  Latin  School  is  now  domiciled  partly  in  the  Girls' 
High  School  and  partly  in  the  Chauncey  Hall  School  building, 
leased  by  the  city  at  a  large  rental,  so  that  new  and  adequate 
quarters  for  this  school  must  soon  be  provided.  The  question  is, 
therefore,  whether  it  is  not  advisable,  instead  of  erecting  two 
separate  buildings,  to  establish  the  Girls'  Latin  School  and  the 
Normal  School  under  the  same  roof.  No  difficulty  is  presented 
by  the  size  of  the  schools.  There  are  now  in  attendance  at  the 
Girls'  Latin  School  about  o75  scholars,  and  at  the  Normal  School 
about  285,  together  they  number  about  660  scholars.  They  are  both 
relatively  small  schools,  and  it  is  not  unfair  to  assume,  from  the 
peculiar  work  of  each,  that  they  Aviil  continue  to  remain  so.  The 
studies  of  the  Latin  School  are  not  of  the  most  popular  order, 
and  besides  the  completion  of  the  new  High  School  building  where 
instruction  in  the  classics  may  also  be  obtained,  will  have  no 
slight  effect  in  retarding  the  growth  of  this  school.  The  Normal 
School,  as  it  aifords  a  training  for  but  a  single  profession,  must  of 
necessity  remain  of  limited  size.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  to  be 
an  easy  matter  to  erect  a  building  sufficiently  large  to  accommo- 
date both  schools  for  several  years  to  come.  The  building  might 
be  so  constructed  that  there  would  be  reserved  for  each  school  a 
portion  removed  from  that  occupied  by  the  other.  There  might 
be  separate  entrances.  There  need  be  no  clashing,  nor  confusion? 
nor  interference.  The  functions  of  each  school  might  be  per- 
formed with  perfect  freedom  and  unimpaired  efficiency.  So  that, 
though  tenants  of  the  same  building,  the  schools  would  be  in 
effect  distinct  and  independent. 

The  chief  advantage  in  a  joint  occupation  of  one  building 
would  be  the  immense  ^ving  of  money  that  would  be  effected. 
The  lot  of  land  required  would  be  of  about  the  same  area  as  that 
authorized  for  the  new  Normal  School,  as  the  lot  of  the  Girls' 
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High  School  which  was  built  to  accommodate  925  scholars,  but 
in  which  there  are  to-day  some  1,200,  contains  but  30,500  square 
feet.  Hence  there  would  be  a  saving  of  ahnost  the  entire  cost  of 
a  school-house  site.  And  as  the  school  would  probably  be 
located  in  the  Back  Bay  District,  this  may  be  set  down  as  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $100,000.  The  cost  of  one  large  building  would 
be  considerably  less  than  that  of  two  separate  smaller  buildings, 
and  this  would  be  further  reduced  by  providing  certain  appur- 
tenances as,  for  instance,  the  hall  and  the  gymnasium,  to  be  used  in 
common  by  both  schools.  At  any  rate,  a  single  heating  system 
would  suffice.  So  that  in  the  building  itself,  a  saving  would 
result  which  may  be  roughly  estimated  at  $100,000. 

The  plan  presents  a  further  advantage  in  the  fact  that  the 
large  building  would  afford  an  opportunity  for  finer  architectural 
effect,  and  when  completed  would  be  a  more  imposing  ornament 
in  our  city. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  that  the  plan  proposed 
is  practicable,  that  the  disparity  in  the  ages  of  the  Latin 
and  Normal  scholars  is  a  consideration  of  little  importance,  and 
that  the  operation  of  the  plan  should  cause  no  embarrassment  to 
the  several  schools,  nor  prove  a  detriment  to  their  successfu 
work. 

The  measure  of  saving  to  the  city  is  dependent,  to  a  considera- 
ble extent,  on  the  economies  which  a  single  building  would  per- 
mit. Objection,  however,  has  been  made  to  a  single  hall  for  both 
schools.  Inasmuch  as  the  scholars  of  the  Girls'  Latin  School,  as 
stated  by  the  master  of  the  school,  assemble  in  the  hall  but  three 
times  a  week  for  opening  exercises  lasting  fifteen  minutes,  and 
otherwise,  during  the  year,  only  on  a  few  occasions  when  public 
or  special  exercises  are  held,  and  as  the  needs  of  the  Normal 
School  in  this  regard  are  probably  no  greater,  it  would  seem  that 
as  far  as  actual  use  is  concerned,  a  separate  hall  for  each  school 
is  unnecessary,  and  that  the  programs  of  the  schools,  relative  to 
exercises  in  the  hall,  might  be  easily  adjusted  to  prevent  collision. 
Indeed,  this  objection  was  not  pressed  with  very  great  force.  It 
was  said  further,  as  the  most  important  consideration,  that  un- 
less each  school  had  a  hall  which  was  exclusively  its  own,  there 
would  be  no  development  among  the  scholars  of  a  sentiment  of 
loyalty  and  affection  for  the  school,  and  that  upon  graduation  the 
scholars  would  lose  interest  in  the  school  and  in  its  welfare.  It 
will  be  observed  that  this  objection  is  purely  sentimental.  To 
say  that  the  hall,  which  the  scholars  rarely  visit,  is  the  sine  qua 
non  for  the  creation  of  a  spirit  which  will  bind  past  graduates  to 
the  school,  would  seem  to  be  somewhat  of  an  exaggeration,  for  it 
makes  no  account  of  the  associations  and  the  intimacies  of  the 
school-room,  nor  of  the  potent  personal  influence  of  the  teachers, 
two  factors  of  no  slight  importance. 
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As  an  objection  to  the  single  gymnasium,  it  was  said  that  when 
the  schools  had  considerably  increased  it  would  be  impossible  for 
one  gymnasium  to  accommodate,  for  the  time  required  each 
week,  all  the  scholars  in  classes  of  35  or  40.  But,  it  is  submitted, 
there  is  no  necessity  for  the  classes  remaining  of  that  size.  It  is 
the  opinion  of  the  Director  of  Physical  Training  that,  in  a  gym- 
nasium no  larger  than  that  of  the  English  High  School,  classes 
numbering  even  75  or  80  can  be  conducted  in  their  physical  exer- 
cises, by  one  teacher  no  less  smoothly  and  with  equal  profit  to 
the  scholars,  as  classes  of  35  or  40;  that  classes  of  the  larger  size 
are  not  uncommon  elsewhere,  and  that  there  is  no  special  efficacy 
in  a  small  class. 

The  undersigned  for  these  reasons  believes  that  the  plan  pro- 
posed is  feasible,  and  that  it  possesses  certain  advantages,  that 
the  objections  to  it  are  of  doubtful  value  and  not  prohibitory,  and 
that  therefore  it  is  worthy  of  adoption.
